and part of Flanders Gallican. It is 20 Leagues long, and 16 broad 3 The Air is whol- 
ſome and the Soil good, by reaſon that the Countrey is watered with many Rivers, as 
the Scbeld, the Sambre, the Tendcr, and many other ſmall Rivulers ; there are alſo in it 
many Lakes, Marſhes, Ponds, Pools, Fountains, _—_ Woods, and plealant Foreſts. 
It aboundeth with fragrant and fair Paſtures and Meadows for all kind of Cattel, 


with good Fruits and profitable Trees ; and is repleniſhed with great plenty of good 
Corn. In ſome part of it are Iron Mines, Lead, and Quarries of Stone for all kind of 


Buildings, with great ſtore of White-lime and Cole. | 
In this Countrey are 24 Walled Towns; namely, Mons, Valenciennes, Bonchain
